"Nutrition Needs of Persons Over _— 


By R. and W. FRAZER 


It may be a matter of surprise 
for readers to learn that the 
period of middle age and the 
fater years of life involve any 
particular nutritional require- 
ments at all. However. there 
can be no doubt that certain 
physical and other changes 
which accompany the advancing 
years do bring with them a need 
for special attention if this 
wonderful period is ta be a time 
of continuing health and com- 
fort. 


Of special importance to nu- 
trition during this period are 
some of the essential food ele- 
ments, notably the vitamins. 


To attempt to do without 
adequate amounts of he essen- 
tial vitamins is to make ade- 
quate nutrition impossible. 

To understand 
needs of the aged and middle 
aged it is necessary to consider 
what functions vitamins are 
known to perform in the hu- 
man body and to see what needs 
_an ageing body has of these. 
particular functions. 


From such a consideration it 
is possible to gather what ure 
the principal needs of agéd per- 
sons of the various View ele- 
ments. 


Of course it is known that in 


the cases ‘of certain vitamins 
the —body’s greatest need 
fac them is in infancy . and 


childhood during the most ra- 
pid phases of growth and de- 
velopment. 


Somehow there has developed 
fro mthis known fact.an illu- 
sion that the need of elderly 
- persons for vitamins is negli- 

gible. This is very far from the 
’ truth. It can be safely assumed 
that the general vitamin needs 
of aged persons are not less 
than those of younger adults. 

We are helped to an under- 
standing of this continuing 
need when we consider the 
two matters to which we re-

It is certain that 
play a part in maintenance of 
various bodily mechanisms such } 
as maintaining the integrity of 
small blood vessels and the 
formation of antibodies te com- 
bat disease organisms. Another 
fact about which there can he 
no doubt is that vitamins con- 
tribute to the assimilation ‘of 
vcarbohydrate, fat and protein by 
the body. 

These three functions of the 
vitamins at least are just as im- 
portant in ageing as in young 
bodies. 


Any readers -who may ‘have 
the care of arr alderly person as 
Well as thosé who are over 
forty, consider especially some 
of the reasons for this vitamin 
deficeincy that is so commanly 
met with in the aged. For, to 
know the reasons in most cases 
is to know the remedy, i 

Opviously the deficiency: in 
most cases stems from inade- 
quate intake of a sufficient 
amount and variety of foods. In 
the aged person several common 
causative factors. may operate 
to produce this inadepuate food 
intake which results in vitamin 
deficiency, 


In this country as has been 
mentioned previously, lack of 
teeth or poor teeth badly fitting 


vitamins!of dental wéakness the

Aware of oné kind or another 
older 
person is apt to avoid some of 
the foods’ most important to the 
provision of vitamins for his 
various bodily functions. 

For example, meat may . 4 
avoided because it is aren 
to chew and for this reason the | 
intake of vitamin B complex is 
lowered. To compensate for the 
lack of meat the elderly person 
will consume more carbohydrate 
foods which increase the need 
for thiamine, one of the B com- 
plex vitamins. 

‘Thus with a lowcr vitamin in- 
take there comes an additional 
vitamin need so that the con- 
dition of deficiency is aggravat- 
ed. 


In somewhat similiar fashion 
avoidance of hard foods such 
as nuts, fruits and the fibrous 
vegetables Jeads to deficiencies 
din other. vitamin elements. — 

‘ A third facter which may 
operate to reduce’ the elderly 
persons intake of vitamin, rich 
foods is the disinterest in food 


which frepuwently comes. with 
advancing years. 

Mary elderly persons “can’t 
be bothered” doing alot of 


cooking and meals are apt to 
consist of whatever is consider- 
ed easiest to prepare.
